ST. LOCK, July 20.—Hon. Thomas U. 


Patterson, chairman of the regular Col- 
orado delegation to the Populist con- 
Tention arrived and with others im- 
mediately began a crusade in behalf of 
the nomination of Messrs. Bryaa and 
Sewall by the Populist 
convention. 


During the evening Mr. Patterson and 
his coadjutor5 prepared and issued an 
Address in reply" to Chairman Tanbe- 
neck's appeal to maintain the autonomy 
of the party by taking a position against 
the nomination or endorsement of the 
Democratic candidates. The address of 
the Bryan followers, ,as prepared by Mr. 
Patterson is in part as fellows: 


••We agree with Chairman Taube- 


necfc that the all-bsorbing question with 
Populists is and should be how they can 
assist in the speedy restoration of silver 
to its former place aud at the same 
time maintain aud advance this party 
organization. We believe that tho Peo- 
ple's parry is necessary to the country, 
and that should it be disbanded or be- 
come inconsequential for want of num- 
bers, the money power would soon re- 
snrae complete sway over both the old 
parties, and the masses be deprived of a 
protector from the greed of corporation 
trusts and syndicates. 


"But we emphatically disagree with 


him as to the means by which these 
euds are to be secured. To nominate 
an independent ticket, one in opposition 
as much to Bryau aud Sewall as it 
would be to JIcKmley and Hobart 
would not only make it impossible to 
restore free coinage of silver during the 
life time of the youngest in the coming 
convention, but it would practically an- 
nihilate the Peoples party so far as fol- 
lowers are necessary to mak* a party. 
The 'leaders' might hold frantically to 
the orgusization during the campaign 
but at its close they would Snd its fol- 
lowers in full fellowship with the Dem- 
cratic party, and having voted its ticket 
lUiuer the name and emblem of that 
party, it Bryan should be elected, they 
would find little obstacle to continuing 
•with it. 


"Instead of nominating others, the 


Populist convention should nominate 
not indorse, Rryan and Sewmll.

«oavention should make these two men 
its own nominees—the party nominees 
It should adopt its own platform of 
principles and place them upon it as 
their choice for president and vice presi- 
dent. Having done this 205 delegates 
can return to their homes and look their 
•coustituteuts in the face."

B. Scott and Miss Daisy B. Dorian who 
eloped from Waterloo, la., July 7, were 
arrested here and will be held nntil the 
arrival of an officer from Waterloo. 
Rev. Scott is 45 years of age and pastor 
of the First Methodist church of Water- 
loo. Miss Dorian is 16 years of age and 
tt member of Rev. Scott's flock. The 
arrest was made ou a circular with 
photographs of the parties attached. 
Scott was not only prominent' in re- 
ligious circles of Waterloo, but is quite 
wealthy, is married and the father of 
several children. 
They were arrested 


after leaving the supper table. 


Scott took his arrest coolly, but the 
girl broke down. As he was being es- 
corted from the hotel the girl was told 
to to go to her room. Instead of obey- 
ing the command of the sheriff she ran 
to the side of her companion and in- 
sisted that they be allowed to remain in 
each other's company. The couple was 
permitted to reniaiiTat the hotel, Scott 
paying the expense of a special officer 
to guard them pending the arrival of 
the sheriff from Waterloo. 


The couple came to Logansport a week 


ago Friday, registering at Murdock's, a 
leading hotel, as "H. Henry and wife, 
Des. Momes, Iowa." They visted Win- 
amac, an adjoining county seat- While 
there Scott gave out that he was a 
physician in search of a suitable place 
in which to'locute in the practice of his 
profession.

and Georire F. Washburn of Boston ar- 
rived from Lincoln, having visited Mr. 
Bryan. Ex-Governor Waite, who heads 
the contesting delegation from Colo- 
rado, is also here. General Vandervort 
of Omaha was an early arrival. 


General J. S. Coxey is another nota- 


ble to arrive. The latter met the prom- 
inent members of the two parties al- 
ready here, and spent the day distrib- 
uting copies of his "plan of war against 
the goldites." 


Senator Jones of Nevada, is expected 


and his arrival is anxiously looked for- 
warded to by the Bryan supporters 
among the Populist and silver men. 


At the Laclede hotel, the middle of 


the road Populists had a mass meeting, 
which was fairly well attended. The 
towering form of 'Cyclone" Davis of 
Texas, and the better known "General" 
Coxey of Ohio, attracted much atten- 
tion.

sorted to as were practiced at Albany. 
The management of that institution had 
a private firir send an order from a 
small town in Texas to 211 electrical 
supply company for :x dynamo, and 
upon the order being filled tha death- 
dealing instrument was forwarded to 
Auburn.

McLean weakened 
and consented to lead the detectives, to a 
house in Shields avonue, where, neatly 
wrapped iu a tin box, all but $13,000 of 
the stolon securities were found bnriecl 
iu the cellar. 


The victim of the robbery, an old 


man with tho habits of a hermit, lived 
in n little shanty nt 71 South Jefferson 
street. Each night after supper it was 
his custom to takp out his hoardings 


and count t^eui over. While he wiu 
thus engaged March S-J two men called 
at the hous+axid trld the old man they 
were m quest of a room.

old man's back was turned the baudiis 
threw him to the floor, bound and 
gagged him aud leUurelr made off with 
$4fi,725 in money and bonds. OverfiO,- 
000 worth of mortgage were, however, 
overlook**!.

PROGRAM OF COMING WEEK. 


the Founding of the 
Fore»t City by 


Mo>r« Cleveland One Hundred 


Yean Ago Will Be Ap- 


propriately Obftenred. 


CLEVKLASD. July MO.—The celebra- 


tion of the centennial of Cleveland be- 
gan with appropriate services in all the 
churches. There was a mass meeting 
at Central armory, at which addresses 
were delivered by representatives of the 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish faith, 
and othnr exercises of an appropriate 
nature. The German]citizens held mass 
meetings at Central armory and Music 
hall. 
Monday the military encamp- 


ment of state and regular troops will be 
dedicated by Governor Bushnell. Tues- 
day will be early settlers' day. Wednes- 
day, the 2ind, being one hundredth an- 
niversary of the arrival here of Moses 
Cleveland, the pioneer surveyor of the 
Connecticut Land company, will be 
founders' day. 


Many distinguished visitors will be 


present, among them Governor Coffin 
and staff of Connecticut, who will 
deliver the historical address. There 
will be a parade of the military and 
civic societies in the afterunoon aud a 
historical pageant at night. 


Thursday will be New Elngand day, 


and Senator Hawley, Governor Coffin 
and Major McKinley will be among the 
speakers. Friday will be wheelmen's 
day and it is expected that 10,000 riders 
w-ill be in the parade to occur on that 
day.

The Cretans 
have a befter prospect of being free than 
they have had any time since the Turk 
finally conquered the i.-lmid iu JOC9, 
after a 24 years' war. Crete has been 
steadily declining iii prosperity and im- 
portance from that day to this. The 
beautiful and fertile island, where tra- 
dition says the great god JnpitL-r learn- 
ed to shoot with the tow aud arrows, 
has become a waste of barren mountain 
side, interspersed with a few productive 
plains and valleys. Xature herself seems 
to grow old and tired and discouraged 
in countries desolated by man's greed 
and oppression. 


Where the Battle \Vas Fought. 
Soou after the close of the World's 


fair it dawned on the Chicago mind 
that that city contained no public build- 
ing largo enough to accommodate the 
two greatest circuses on earth, a horse 
show and a presidential nominating 
convention. Public spirited citizens at 
unco began preparations to erect such a 
structure, which their ambitious fancy 
named beforehand the Coliseum. 


It had bad luck at first. Wht'n it was 


up as far as the first story, a great storm 
blew it down, and the contractors had 
to begin over. Nevertheless they made 
good their pledge to complete it iu time 
for the Democratic convention. 


As it stands today the Chicago Coli- 


seum is perhaps the largest hall in the 
world. Certainly Chicagoans claim as 
much for it There is no slouch work in 
its construction either. It is built of 
steel and glass and iron, a splendid 
tribute to the architectural skill of the 
close of the nineteenth century. It will 
stand 100 years unless some ot" the cata- 
clysms predicted by the cranks destroy 
it before that time. 


This grand and shining building cov- 


ers 5% acres of ground. It will seat 
18,000 persons and givo plenty of stand- 
ing room besides. The hall in which the 
conrectjou was hold seated, besides all 
persons officially connected with the 
convention, 13.000 spectators. From 
floor to roof of this magnificent hall the 
distance is nearlv 100 feet. 


Sir Walter Besant made the mos-t sig- 


nificant Fourth of 
July speech of 


any foreigner in his open cleciaratiou 
that he did not believe Canada, Aus- 
tralia and the other great colonies 
of England would contiune for any 
length of time to be dependencies of the 
crown. Ho believed they "would go 
their way and become republics with 
the friendliest feelings toward Eng- 
land." A hundred years ago such a 
statement by an Englishman in Eng- 
land would have been treason outright.

Wood Palp. 


A new and efficient 
machine for 


grinding a log into paper pulp and pro- 
ducing a superior quality of fiber is de- 
scribed in The Manufacturers' Gazette 
as having a metallic base, heavy and 
over iUi inch thick, pierced with holes 
throughout its surface, and the inner 
surface corrugated; within is a heavy 
cychndor, the outer surface of which is 
corrugated, the corrugations running in 
a direction opposite to the casing. Now, 
when the cylinder is set iu motion and 
a log of woi,il is placed between cylinder 
and casing, tho corrugations strip the 
wood into a t,oft, fluffy, fibrous material, 
in appearance nearly like cotton—so 
nearly like it, in fact, as to be mistaken 
for that article by the uninitiated. In 
the final stage of this simple operation 
the fibrous material is forced through 
the holes which pierce the casing of the 
machine.

ty by Dr. Thomas iloran, a graduate of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
and the only physician iu the country 
who has given it a trial. Dr. Moran now 
resides at Elyria, O., and his patient 
was Henry Wiggins, u store clerk in 
that village, whom he presented to the 
society in perfect health. Dr. Morau 
said he first heard of the euro while the 
guest of M. C. Paul, the eminent Acade- 
mic de Medecine medical experimenter, 
in Paris some months ago.

But there is a wonderful light in the 
wakened conscience of a determined 
people, and as soon as it was determin- 
ed that this people was no longer to be 
misled or controlled those who hitherto 
regarded them with an air of patronage 
began to tliinfr that perhaps there are 
more people in the world after all who 
know something about finance than the 
studious doctrinaires who reside within 
the precincts of Kc-w Tort or Boston. 
Now they have come to the conclusion 
that we have a wise and great people 
and that all wisdom is not confined in 
their own narrow sphere. 


The fact that Professor Benjamin An- 


drews of Brown university has come out 
in a letter staring that he has no rea- 
son to doubt that the free coinage of sil- 
ver at a ratio of 16 to 1 is desirable is 
important. The professor acknowledges 
the stab which the administration has 
given to the white metal, but assuming 
an air of prophecy he looks beyond the 
present period of doubt and uncertainty 
and intimates that it is a matter of 
time when silver will be the main metal 
and gold will be fighting for a place in 
the coinage of the country. 


"The vast output of gold," he says, 


"in recent years, as compared with that 
of silver, impresses me that free coinage 
by us alone would not lead to displace- 
ment of our gold; that therefore free 
coinage would be safe." 


For the benefit of those traders in 


public confidence who would destroy 
silver when it suits their purpose, and 
who would as readily destroy gold when 
that would suit them, it may be stated 
that the bimetallists who have fought 
tte battle cf the iiree coinage of sihar 
are still in harness, ready to fight the 
battle of free gold coinage whenever the 
sharks who play in the waters of the 
single standard develop that kind of an 
appetite. The financial system of the 
United States is based upon the free 
and unlimited coinage of both gold and 
silver, the one equal with the other, on 
terms of perfect mutuality, and the peo- 
ple are going to see that this condition 
of things is preserved.—Atlanta Consti- 
tution.

will be the policy of this continent, and 
•our money will circulate and be -used 
not solely as *V money df the United

The case of the State against Jchit 


Bice, who was arrested a few days 
ago upon a charge of having burned 
his shoe shop, after having removed 
shoemaker's materials, and 
with 


prejudicing the Connecticut Fire In- 
surance Co., of Hartford, Conn., in 
which company his proparty was In- 
sured, was given a preliminary hear- 
ing to Justice Atmur's court this 
morning. 


Jacob Watson, colored, was the 


first witness called by the State. He 
said he known Bice ever since he bad 
been in town. Saw Bice about 8:30 
o'clock on evening of July 21st, "J5. 
Bice came to witness1 house In a bug- 
gy and asked witness to get • in the 
buggy with him. Bice took witness 
to fair ground gate and left him 
there to watch the horsj. Bice 
stated to witness that he would get 
even with the 
. Bid not say 


whom he meant. Bice was cone 
from fair grounds about an hour and 
a half. While be was gone, witness 
heard fire bell ring. When Bice re- 
turned, witness saw him cross fence 
west of fair ground gate. Witness 
saw bundle of French calf leather 
2 or 3 pairs of shoe uppers and 2 pairs 
of shoes in Bice's buggy. 
Witness 


also saw Kit Carson at fair grounds 
Carson tore open the bundle In Bice's 
buggy. Witness took bundle home 
with him and placed it up stairs 
Bice told witness to take care of bun 
die and keep his mouth shut. Wit- 
ness afterwards returned to Bice 
all tne contents of the bundle excep 
two pair of shoes. Witness md i 
boarder at 
his house wore the 


shoes. Witness had on 
pair o 


shoes, the uppers of which were 
given him by Bice from the bundle at 
tbe fair ground. WiDness' wife also 
saw bundle. Witness was asked i 
he had been with Bice since the 
time the bundle was taken; he re 
plied that he went to Bellefontaioe 
with Bice in April and got a set o: 
harness. This was objected to anc 
withdrawn. 


Cross-examination — Witness told 


Detective Blaize about the bundle 
last Friday. Witness went to fair 
grounds with Bice about 9 o'clock at 
night.

D. F. O'Connor, of O'Connor & 


Sons, Insurance agents, was next 
called.

that company for 81,275: Thought 
insurance was adjusted with Bice as 
a total loss. Witness did not know 
of Bice turning in an inventory of 
goods saved from fire.

Upon cross 
examination witness said he had not 
seen inventory of Bice's stock.

In March, 18C-2, the comptroller of 
the currency examined the bank, and 
appointed Otho L. Hayes as receiver, 
in which capacity he acted till April 
12,1393, when the stockholders,caUed 
by the comptroller, elected Fanrot 
as their agent, and the following 
month the then comptroller of the 
currency, Alonzo Barton Hepburn, 
and Receiver Hays transferred 
the 


bank property to Faurot as agent. 
The following March Faarot made a 
report to the stockholders of the 
condition of the bank affairs; but 
since then the stockholders have re- 
ceived no farther report. Faurot, 
though often requested, has neglect- 
ed and refused to make a report. 


Allegation is made that Faurot, as 


agent, has collected a large amount 
on account of the bank, and has now, 
as agent, money of the stockholders 
amounting to more than 318,000:. 


Maxwell saw them. Never conversed i*hat he owned a large amount of the 
capital stock, and was a director and 
the prasident of the bank, and since 
with Bice about the fire.

The Hullet Trick. 


The probability was 09 TO 1 that he 


would be shot, yet an Indian juggler took 
that one chance rather than acknowledge 
his inability to catch tho bullet.

Hoffman, tho government ethnologist at 
Washington, tells the story: 


The bravest act I have ever known was 


performed by an Indian juggler. A favor- 
ite trick of his was one that lias often been 
performed by white magicians. 
It consisted in permitting himself to bt 
shot at, the hocus pocns being un arrange- 
ment by which the bullet" fell out of the 
barrel into a cavity in tha stock before the 
weapon was discharged. Meanwhile the 
man had another bullet concealed in hi 
mouth, which at the instant of firing he 
pushed outward with his tongue, so as to 
make it appear that he caught the projec- 
tile between his teeth. 


Now, 
it happened that this man had a 


rival, who was engaged in the conjuring 
business in a niighboring village. On an 
occasion when the trick was to be perform 
ed, the juggler having announced as usual 
that he was ready to be shot at by any one 
present, the rival stepped f orward and said 
that he would do the shooting, but he de- 
manded permission to use his own gun. 


Naturally the juggler objected, but his 


protest was overruled- It was decided that 
tho rival magician might use his o\ 
weapon. This meant almost sure death to 
tho performer. Yet he did not blench. To 
refuse tho test would have been permanent 
disgrace. 


There was 1 chance out of 100 perhnps 


that the marksman might miss. He d'e- 
eided to take that chance and so permitted 
tho volunteer eiecutioner to take deliberate 
aim and flro at him from a distance of hall 
a dozen paces. An instant later ho fall 
dead; ths ballet had passed through his 
brain.—Youth's Companion.

You press the black muzzle of 
the receiver close to the ear, 'the 
speech of yoar correspondent agi- 
tates the diaphram at his end *£ the 
line, and the •waves of air geutlv 
strike upon the drum of your ear, 
and what one of the anrists of Chi- 
cago calls massage takes place. Your 
ear is subjected to the same knead- 
ing process that is so beneficial when 
wisely applied to the flesh or mns- 
cles of any other part of the body. 
And the effect of it is an increase in 
tho sense of hearing in that ear. 


At the telephone exchange the 


girls are instructed to change the 
receiver from one oar to the other 
three or four times a day. 
For one 


thing, it is a rest to the operator. If 
one ear were ased exclusively bv 
the operator, in time there would be 
so distinct a difference in the acute- 
nes.:; of the hearing between the left 
and right sides that the operator 
would be practically incapacitated 
for a change. .There would bean 
abnormal development at one side 
at the expense of the other. 


"I do not think the electrical effect 


is felt," said Dr. Edward T. Dicker- 
man, whose specialty is diseases of 
the ear.

Tho 
sound is delivered equally ia each 
car.

ing result. Both oars become equally 
acute. If the general patron of the 
telephone in America were to use 
such a contrivance thcro -would ba 
DO phenomenon lita tho "telephone 
ear."—Chicago Times-Herald.

The dead body o: a man was found 


along the tracks of the C. & £. rail- 
road this morning about two fifths of 
a mile west of Westminster. John 
Armitage, a jcung bay a&cat e!e\en 
ye&rs old, and who lives about a mile 
and a half west cf Westminster, this 
morning started to walk to his broth- 
er's home, situated along the C & E. 
east of Westminster. He was walking 
along track, and when near the new 
Westminster station was horrified 
to see a man lying in the gutter on 
theauuth side of the tracks 
He 


immediately went to the new West- 
minster station and notified 
the 


night ticket agent, Cnarles Wier, 
who at once notified coroner Steuber 
that an unknown dead man had been 
found. When the C. & E. passenger 
going west stooped at the station, 
Roadmaster Scanlon, who was on the 
train, was told of the discovery, and 
the train, wherl it passed the section 
men, who were working about two 
miles west of the station, was stopped 
and the foreman instructed to go and 
take charge of the body. The sec 
tion men coyered the remains with 
brush, leaves and grass, so that it 
would not be noticed or molested un- 
til the coroner orrived. 
Coroner 


Steuber left for the scene of the acci- 
dent as soon as notified, arriving 
there about 10 o'clock. He made an 
examination of the grounds, but 
found no marks* or blood stains on the 
tlea or gravel 
William A. Freder 


icks and Dan Davis, two farmers, put 
the body in a spring wagon and car- 
ried it to Westminster. The coroner 
ordered undertaker Homer Tabler 
to take charge of it. Dr A. H. 
Creps had been called and he and Dr. 
Steuber peformed a post mortem ex- 
amination. The only visible marks 
of injury on the body were a few 
small biuises over the left ear, and a 
slight bruise on the under right arm 
and right ribs. There could be felt 
a hole ia the back part of the skull 
The skull was opened and the right 
lower part or the occipital bone was 
round fractured and looked as if 
had been struck by some heavy, 
blunt instrument. * They found 
the 


left lower jaw fractured. 
There 


were no other places of injury dis- 
covered 
When found the body was 


cold, and the man was lying on his 
face and his hands were underneath 
his body. 
He was a well built 


man, and had not the appearance of 
a tramp, or a peison who had been 
given to dissipation. He was about 
thirty-five old, and was five feet six 
inches tall, had dark brown hair, a 
red mustache, and his face had late- 
ly been shaved. He was cleanly and 
fairly well dressed. The coroner in 
making his examination, found a 
note book and a pocket ledger which 
showed that he had been a working 
mac, and had kept a record of the 
places where he had worked, and 
what he had received for his labor 
In one of his pockets was found three 
dollars and fifty cents. In the mem-
